DETAILS I 




AT EGLIH AinCTLlAllY AFB /?3. FLOfllDA 

1. On U Septenber 1950 BJr. LESLIE A. COI’JJELL, Branch Chief, and Mr. 
DOKAID L. DAEAN, Project Engineer, both of Vtatson Laboratories, Red Bank, Kea 
Jersey, rere interviei^ed. COTiIfELL and DAEAN, both stated they vero acquainted . 
with MCKtOH S03ELL, Project Engineer, for Reeves Instruacnt Corporation, 215 E. 
91st Street, Rew lork, K. Y. COlUjELL stated that he firct nade the acquaintance 
of SQBELL during 194^* DAKAR stated tluit he first made the acquaintance of 
SOBELL, about one year later, during 1947. They explained that the Reeves 
. Instrusent Corporation had a contract with the Air Force to nauufacture the 
AN/MSi.^ 1 and the AN/ijSQ-'2 radar equipaent, and fOBLLL was assigned as Project 
Engineer by the corporation. CCRMKLL and DAKAI{ explained they understood that 
. Reeves Instrument Corporation operated on the premise that SOBELL had been 
cleared to handle classli'ied information, through EECREI, as a result of a 
loyalty clearance supposedly conducted' by the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
The radar equipment was and presently is clasiificd as COIP/IDEIITIAL. COrJJELL 
stated that he reported tiio posi^ible compromise of this radar equipiuc-nt to the 
Intelligence Section at TJatson LaboratorioE, four days after the disappearance 
- of SOBZLL from the Reeves Instrument Corporation, and after it was learned that 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation was endeavoring to locate EOBLLL. SOBIiiL 
has since been arrested for allegedly cosunittlng espionage acts. The Tiatson 
"“Laboratories in turn reported the possible compromise to the Intelligence 
Section at l^right-Pattcrson Allj, Dayton, Ohio. CCIUJELL and DAICAN both stated 
that the AN/ilSL.-! and the A1 I/lI£Q* 2 have definitely been compromised through 
SQBELL for the folloniug reasons: 

a. That SOBELL h'.u in his personal possession a Preliminary liand- 
book pertaining to this radar equipaent, classified CChl IDLiii’X/iL, which has 
been reported as missing. CUrdLilLL stated that the imndbcel: had not been located 
as of 8 September 1950, at nhich time CGT-aiELL had rctuinou to the ccepany and 
was thus informed. 

b. That S03ELL carried much infornntion, or the story of t'no 
equipment in his head. OOr.ir^LL and DAICA;! stated that LOBE LL had been admonished 
by them for tiiis a number of times, as the iniormnticn rctaincu jy SOBELL was 
not recorded, and thus was not available to other personnel dircctl;,' concerned. 

c. That much trouble was er.perienccd v;ith SOBI'.LL during the 
development of this equipment in that iOBELL was continuously altering the . 
plans or otherwise making cliangss to that the equipment would not operate pro- 
perly, or otherwise would not come up tc the government specificuticnc. They 
claimed to have carried this problem to Mr. B. A. PAIumUhdf, Contract Depart- 
ment, at Reeves in order to prevent further delay in getting tiic cc.u}.p:riont 

to the field for suitability and cncrational testing. 
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d. That SOBELL undoubt^ly hncl acceae to all dratriiifrc und blue- 
prints pertaininf; to this equipment, and had all the poEsibillticfS in the- t’orld 
of having extra copies made niiich may ha/c been directed into the hands o* un- 
knocn individuals, but they did not knon ci' this to be a inct. ' 

0 . CCflttELL and BAKkS volunteered that CQBHLL had the full run 
of the Rooves plant in that SOBuLL had access to information classifiod as high as 
EriCF.lT pertrdning to other detailed engineering projects and related projects. 
SOBIILL has made numerous trips to various places such as Car:T;ell AFB, Texas- 
end Aberdeen Proving Ground, Maryland in connection r.ith bir duties and nas 
knoTTn to have been given access to clasri-i'led information. As an example 
they named Cr. LO.VLLL and KAl iiAFKBL, Headquarters Strategic Air Command, 

Omaha, h'ebraska, as individuals they have ImcTm SCOBLL to have contacted. 
fOBEli. has Toritten personal letters which he classified ELCRST to individuals 
in responsible positions, thereby short cutting the normal correspondence 
channels, and received replies. The replies contained information classified 
as high as SECRET. They knew of SOBELL receiving a copy of the "Mew Bombing 
Tables" and al;;o knt=T; of his receivin- much inforn?.tion oertuining to tactical 
and strategic future plans and r'jquirom.nta which involve the national security. 

NOTE ; This Incerviev.' vras cenducteu at a remote section of the Air 
Proving Ground reservation and it was not possible to have t!ie above perrons 
intexviewed accomplish a signed statement containing toe above reported infor- 
mation in detail.

2. I On 15 feptember 19?0 Lh.'LIl'l A. COriiELL came to the Igliu Oil 
Dctaclxicnt ol'i'icc at v.hich tim-e OCBIIELL war ashed if ho v.oald be r.illia-* to 
accomplish ai rif.ned sworn statement covering the above information reported, 
CCiwiELL agreed to malic a written otatc.-cut but stated tliat ho did i^et have time 
to do so this date. COf.I'I.LL volunteerod to return to taif office on 18 or 19 
September 1950 to accomplish a written statement, COhh'I.hL stated that ho was 
supposed to depart this station on or about 20 September 1950. 

3. Oa 21 Septembor 1950 I-sjor LEO I;. AlDETTJ, 10-857173, Electronics 
Officer, Air Task Group 3.4.2, advised this agent that CdNivLL and DAiL/.N had 
departed this base for i._.tccn Laboratories, 

4. The following additional inl’orra tion cenerrnin,- thir- radar e-iuip- 
meat was reported to this agent by LESLr' A. CUhhLLL on l/» September 1950, at 
the time of tbo above reported intcrvicT.'. ‘i'hir xnforar.tirn ir being incorperated 
In this report for the infermatioa cf the office of origin, no tiiafc a determina- 
tion may be mads into the possibility of further compromise of this radar equip- 
ment. tORMELL stated that the Somi-trailcr, V 33 , Reg.' No. U£AF 01143544, AH/mEs^I 
System No. 4 (Serial /,'/;) ras received at ^glin AFD, Florida. The following dis- 
crepancies were noted concerning this console trailer upon receipt. 

a. The single outside right door to the trailer v^as uuse-alcd. 

b. The lock to the above door was damaged. 



c. A bolt bad been placed tiu*ough the bottom of the door and 
through the chassis, of the trailer. 


Stor3e— GATB— 30-^M 
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CQaNTXL stated that he is of the belief that this trailer may poseibly have 
been entered by an unauthorized individual during the tloo the trailer ytas in 
transit from the Reoves Instrument Uorporation, Ncn fork, X, until its ' 
arrival at Eglin APB, Florida* CQRI'iBIiL cloimod to have been present at Reeves 
Instrument Corporation, on or about 18 August 1950, nhen the trailer vas cheeked, 
and the exterior doors were locked and sealed. The bolt found tiirough the door 
and the chassis of the trailer upon arrival at Bglin APB, Florida iras not' 
placed there prior to the chipmoat of the trailer. CCPdiLLL stated that he 
understood the trailer i7ould be delivered to Eglin APB, Florida f^ithin three 
days. CCRhELL accempanied this agent to make an inspection of tho exterior 
of the trailer. i<o evidence ras found rhich \<ould indicate the door had been 
forced open; bonever, the lock to the door may have been damaged by some means 
as the keys would not open tho lock. The damage appeared to be within the lock. 

5. Cn 14 September 1950 Captain nlLLIAi: 1. FREivJAil, JR., AO-659537, 
Guided Lllssiles Electronics Flight Officer, Air Task Group 3.4.2, stated that 
the radar equipment within the trailer had been checked anu all equipmont 
present according to the packing list. 

6. On 14 September 1950 hOJG RAHJOID R. BRODEUK, AiV-950414, ^uadron 
Signal Supply Officer, Air Task Group 3.4*2, stated that he had checked the 

■ Semi- Trailer Reg, Ko. BfAF 01143544* with H/Sgt CLEO A. kUITH upon its arrival 
at Pglln AiB, Florida and found tiie door unsealed, the lock to the outside 
door on the right side inoperative, and the door bolted. 
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7, Cn 14 feptomber 1950 :3/Ggt CLEO A. CiJITH, AP-340 -j 6256 and T/fgt 
LEROY D, HALBLN’, AF-36736258, Iiicpectorj , 3203rd Supply Squadron, were inter- ' 
viewed. The above airmen stated that tho trailer was received at this base 
as stated by COrdEIiL. They experienced much difficulty in I'emoving the nut 
from the bolt, as the bolt had rusted. mii'H etuted that the bolt was placed 
in the trash after being ramovod. ilALBLl stated that he has known of like 
incidents in respect to bolts being placed throagli the doors of trailers v.hen 
in ehipment. ilALBIiJ stated liuit this procedure was often done by the railroad 
companies during transit. L'lITii claimed tint he tried to open the lock with a 
regular pass key of the 700 sorics and was unable to do so. 


8. On 15 foptember 1950, when LESLIE A. COluIELL contacted this agent, 
the matter of tije lock was again discussed. CURII'-LL is of the belief tiiitt the 
lock to tho right dcor on tho trailer is cf a different type and timt the pass 
key of tho 700 series. sould nut open th: lock. COTvIiLLL stated wiiat the damage 
to ttie lock nay have been done by fillTH ’.;hoa 'l!lTii attempted to open tlie loci: 
with a pass key of tiic 700 series; however, COrlirjLL is still of the belief tiiat 
tho door to tho trailer had been ts.mporod v.'ith prior to its arrival at tiiis base. 


9. On 15 LopUmber 1950 I'.r. J. K. RIIIGIIT, Traffic manager. Transportation 
Office, was contacted. KKIGilT made available to tliis ar.nt one copy of Etaticlard 
Form Ko. 1105, h, S.‘ Government Bill of Liding, pertaining to the shipment oi“ the 
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trailer. A review of the Bill of Lading, reveals that the trailer rar signed 
for on 18 Auguet 1950 by a representative of the U. S. Airplane Carricre 
Corporation. The trailer xtas picked ttp at Reever Instruaant Company, ^ineola^ 

' Long Island, N. Y. on 18 August 1950. ‘fhc trailer ires narked for delivery to 
-AF 27 LO, for further conaigr-aent to C.C, 550th Guided Llssiles Wing in connec- 
tion rith Operation Greenhouse. The trailer eac received on 2 September 1950 
at Eflin AFD, Florida. The copy of the Bill of Lading ic attached to this 
report as an inclosure.

DISTRIBUTION 
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1. This is a joint investigation »f Special Agent ZRICH B. 

VOGIilR and the v<riter. 

2. On 3 October 1950, :ir» L2SLI?: J. COR^JoLL, Chief of the Ground 
Radar Guidance Branch at the 3151st Electronics Group, 'atson Labora- 
tories, Red Bank, I.'ev; Jersey, furnished the following infor.T.ation during 
an interview; The AJl/ltS'J-l and Ar'l/iB'1-2 are conponent parts of a project • 
being developed under his direction for the United States Air Force, 
which is being produced by the Reeves Instruxent Corporation and v;hich 

is entitled "Close Support Control Set", The purposes of this set, 
according to inforrr.ant, are as foUovis: 

a. For use in effecting close support of ground troops. 

b. Guided isissile control-. 

c. The strategic training of Strategic /ir Co.T:rr.and. 

d. Guided missile instrurrientation'; 

The prolirrinary handbook pertaininy to this radar equipment, classified 
Confidential, which was previously’ reported by CCRN3LL as missing as of 
8 September 1950, pertained to the "Control Console CA-132". This hand- 
book had been used by SCBELL prior to his departure frcm the employment 
of Reeves Instrument Corporation and v;as believed to be lost because of 
conversation which was overheard by CrR?riLL during a recent visit at 
that plant. 

3* CC-RrniLL described the first one and one half (ij) years of his 
.business association with SCDELI. as one during vihich SCBELL continuously 
and persistently attempted to block or delay arj corrective developments 
which were conceived concerning the equipment being 'jorKed on. For ex- 
ample, a contract would be completed with the f-:eeves Instrument Corpora- 
tion in which the specific requirements of the United States Air Force 
would be proposed and for which a suggested model v/ould be furnished for 
the use of that company in its manufacture of the end item. This con- 
tract would ordinarily not pin. the manufacturer down to any great degree 
in that further development or LT.provem.ent was desired, G 0 D!:LL*S 
perennial tactic would be to voice an opinion that the model or specifi- 
cation furnished would not v;ork properly', which im’ariably re.quired a 
representative of "atson Laboratories to go to that company and explain 
and demionstrate the particular piece of equipment or project on ha.nd, 
i. e., which caused a delay in the production of the item. These 
tactics resulted in an increased cost to the Government due to th-e 
nature of the fixed pric-e contracts which contained upward revision 
clauses. By the end of this one and one half (I 5 ) year period, OCRfiLLL 
cam.e to the conclusion that the officers of the Kceves Instrument Corp. 
should be apprised of the LTipossibility of working '.vith SC BELL. One 
of the Vice Presidents of that firm, as a result, personally worked 
with SOB’LL! for a- while and later also came to the conclusion that SCDLLL 
was difficult to work with. Although the exact reason is unknown, 

OCRJ'ELL stated that SOBELL tliereafter revised his tactics com.pletely in 


that he outv/ardly attempted to coojf-'r^e to the best of his ability. 

C( did not recrll any suggestions made by S033LL vmich drastically 

changed any of the development program and opined that any improvements 
initiated by SOB^LL were ix^prevements which »ouid undoubtedly liave come 
to the attention of other individuals in duv course. 

4. ’ During the difficult period with SC3“.LL, an officer of the 
Reeves Instrument Corporation by the name of BeLLDCK (phonetic) i:ivar- 
iably backed SOBl^LL. A coordinator at that plant by the name of DICK 
Yii’OlIR (phonetic) j xvho frequently opposed SOBiLL'S thinking and/or 
action, was said to have been dismissed from his employment as a result 
thereof. 'Ir. CC-RinLL stated that, duj to the fact that the individuals 
who Were engaged in r-soarch and development at the Reeves Instrament 
Corporation frequently exchanged inforrr.ation,opinion$, experiences and 
problems concerning their various assigned projects, he was of the opin- 
ion that SCBiLL had access to any and ell information of a classified 
nature avrilable at that plant and/or had art opportunity to obtain 
copies of any data desired. 

5. During a conference >.!iich was held at Carswell ;JB on an allied 
project Culled the Bomb Scoring Siir.ulator, the requirements for, the 
development accomplished to dat- and the tactical phases of the "Close 
Support Control Set" were discussed. At this point, CORI'DILL stated 
that, in his opinion, a qualified individual who h-:d attended that con- 
fer ..nee and had fairly complete i.nfonaation concerning the technical 
developments and capabilities of the equipment pertaininic thereto could 
moke an accurate estimate of the capabilities, probable striking power, 
the degree of rerqiness one the preparedness for action of Strategic 
Air Comm.and. SCOaLL is considered by CCiiiriLL to be so qualified. One 
'tajer T-ITIZTO?'’ cf Headquarters Strategic Air Co:rjuand was said to have 
presided over this conference. At the time of this conference, the only 
data which was available concerning the Bomb Scoring Simulator was in- 
formation concc'rning the requiruments therefor.

to the informant, Rosenberg advised that an individual 
who has been identified as Max Fines tone, was the last ( 

member recruited into his espionage network and on one ^ 

occasion Finestone drove Rosenberg to Ithaca, New York, 
to pick up some espionage material from Alfred Sarant, \ 


a member of the Rosenberg network. Further, this person 
used a 1949 or 1950 Buick convertible on this trip, which 
automobile belonged to an individual identified as Edward 
‘/t einstein. The informant also indicated that Finestone 
was the person who sent Vivian Glassman to Cleveland, 

Ohio, to give llfilliam Perl, another member of the network, 
^2000 to flee this country. 


The investigation conducted to date has failed 
to develop any information ind i eating that Jeinstein was
